Jfuildiing in Palm Springs in 
May fell off slightly with 52 
permits, valued at $201,404 be­ 
ing issued during the month. In 
May. last year value of permits 
for the mbhth was $339,360. 
For the first five months of 
1952. $1,898.84 in new construc­ 
tion has been started in the Vil­ 
lage. During the corresponding 
period last year, total value of 
permits was $2,866,428. 


ACCORDING to the city build­ 
ing department, eight homes 
were begun here in May with 
a value of $115,300.

Heard Monday; 


M any M ore Called 
Verbal pyrotechnics flared for 
a mere 30 minutes between op­ 
posing attorneys Monday in the 
battle to oust Councilman Flor­ 
ian Boyd from office before Su­ 
perior Court Judge O. K. Morton 
in Riverside. 
Then the entire case dissolved 
into a week's postponement; all 
but four of the more than 60 
Villagers ordered to return next 
Monday and the exclusion of 
newspapermen and spectators 
from the court room of Judge 
Francis Estudillo where the four 
witnesses, ordered to remain, 
gave testimony in the contest. 


ATTORNEY Albert G. Bergman 
had filed an affidavit with Judge 
Morton pleading for a 20-day 
postponement of the election 
contest which saw Boyd returned 
to office by a margin of 12 votes 
over write-in candidate Ralph 
Shelley on April 8. 
Attorney John Knauf. San Ber­ 
nardino. representing Boyd, rais­ 
ed strenuous objections to trie 
delay declaring that he was 
ready for trial. When the argu­ 
ments were completed as to the 
legality of the postponement 
Judge Morton decided that there 
was cause and reason for a delay 
in the proceeding and granted 
Bergman’s plea to the extent of 
delaying the case for only one 
week. 
THE COURT room, crowded 
with approximately 69 witnesses 
subpocned by both sides, saw 
four Villagers rise to their feet 
to declare that "undue hardship 
would he placed upon them if 
they were forced by the court to 
return the following Monday. 
Judge Morton then ordered 
that the testimony of these four 
witnesses be heard in the munic­ 
ipal court room of Judge Francis 
Estudillo, who acted as a su­ 
perior court Judge during the 
hearing. 
Just before testimony began, 
Judge Estudillo ordered all wit­ 
nesses, spectators and newspaper 
men from the court room after 
which one witness at a time was 
recalled to testify. 
TESTIFYING before Judge Es­ 
tudillo were: Donna Mikulc, 
Claude Childress, Mrs. Florence 
Robinson and William E, Coffin. 
Following the hearing attor­ 
neys for both sides of the con­ 
troversy reported that Judge Es­ 
tudillo had ordered them not to 
discuss the case with anyone 
but had not so admonished the 
witnesses. 
All of the four witnesses re­ 
turned to the corridor of the 
court room and reported that 
both Knauf and Bergman at­ 
tempted to prove by their ques­ 
tioning that an illegal vote had 
been cast by each of the wit­ 
nesses.

City Reply to 


Civic League 
Mayor Charles Farrell told 
Max Guilford, attorney for Palm 
Springs Civit League this week 
that “after a lapse of three years 
it would be impossible for Coun 
Oilman Florian Boyd and City 
Attorney Roy Colegate to furnish 
a breakdown of their expenses 
(on Washington trips) and that 
the request is unfair.” 
The mayor’s letter was in re­ 
sponse to two letters sent city 
council by Attorney Guilford on 
motion of the Civic League in a 
meeting May S. One letter asked 
for a breakdown of the expenses 
incurred by Boyd and Colegate 
on trips lo Washington in the in­ 
terests of widening Indian ave­ 
nue and the other requested con­ 
sideration of establishment of a 
full-time cily attorney. 
MAYOR FARRELL said that 
Guilford’s letters, dated May 12, 
had been discussed by council 
meeting as a committee of the 
whole, and that he had been in­ 
structed to reply. 
In response to the second let­ 
ter, Mayor Farrell said that 
while some councilmen thought 
that a full time city attorney 
would become necessary in the 
not too distant future, the m a­ 
jority felt that no action was 
necessary at this time. 
“The majority of the Council 
Members are of the opinion 
that after a lapse of approxi­ 
mately three years it would be 
impossible 
for 
Councilman 
Boyd and City Attorney Cole­ 
gate to furnish a breakdown 
of their exact expenses, and 
further feel that the request is 
unfair. The important thing 
was the result and the Council 
“Ok’ed” their expenses and at 
the same time moved a vote 
of thanks and complimented 
them," the Mayor wrote. 
“It must be remembered that 
Mr. Boyd was not compensated 
for the trips and having made 
several trips for the City m y­ 
self, 1 can readily believe he 
was "a bit out of pocket,” per­ 
sonally. 
"Regarding the second letter, 
the Council discussed very 
frankly amongst themselves 
and later with Mr. Colegate, 
the hiring of a full time at­ 
torney, and though some of 
the members felt it would be­ 
come necessary in the not too 
distant future, the majority 
of members felt that no action 
was necessary at this time.”

Flood Control Tax Higher

Flood control taxes will be 
slightly higher this year due lo 
a larger program outlined by 
Zone Six commissioners at a 
meeting last week when a public 
hearing was held and projects 
approved.

The Other Side of the City Hall

Citizens often ask the question, “W hen a city has a 
m an ag e r why is it necessary to have a m ayor?" 
Such 
a query stem s from th e fact th a t in cities not operating 
under the Council-M anager plan the m ayor often per­ 
form s adm inistrative duties in addition to his legisla­ 
tive tasks. 
Under the Council-Manager 
plan these two important and 
basic functions are separated 
and clearlv defined. The Coun­ 
cil 
establishes 
policies 
and 
adopts laws—the City 
Man- 
aeer 
is 
responsible 
to 
the 
Council for the enforcement of 
the policies and the laws. 


A COUNCIL-MANAGER eitv 
resembles verv closely a pri­ 
vate corporation. The Council 
is c o m n a r a h l e to the board of 
directors of the corporation (in 
fact the eitv council of Pasa­ 
dena is called the Board of 
Citv Directors). 
The Mavor’s 
position is parallel to that of 
the Chairman of the Roard of 
the corporation and the Citv 
M anaeer is the General Man­ 
ager. The taxoavers are the 
stockholders 
of the corpora­ 
tion. 
In California 
there are 94 
cities 
onerating 
under 
the 
Council-Manaeer nlan. 
Some 
of the larger ones include Oak­ 
land San Dieeo. I.one Beach. 
Pasadena, and Almaeda. 
In 
the United States and Canada 
there are 1.083 cities onerating 
under 
the 
plan. 
Sumpter, 
South Carolina holds the dis­ 
tinction as the first 
official 
m anager citv, having adontgd 
the 
plan 
in 
1912. 
Davton. 
Oldo. w as the first laroc citv 
to do so when it on*, the nlan 
into effect in 1914. Two ''ears 
after its incorporation 
Palm 
Sprines. bv vote of the neonte 
in 1940, adopted the Council- 
M anager form of government. 


SCHOLARS of political sci­ 
ence sav that it is the most 
successful form of local gov­ 
ernment yet devised because it 
overcomes the apparent con­ 
flict between democracy and 
efficiencv. Countv governments 
are gradually shifting over to 
the plan in the interest of 
economy. Sacramento, San Di­ 
ego, Los 
Angeles, 
and 
San 
Mateo counties have managers.
